Paris, September 23.—A dispatch 
to the Havas agency from Sofia says 
the present insurrection in Bulgaria 
is spreading and gathering strength. 
One hundred’ thousand peasants, a 
majority of whom are armed and fair- 
ly well organized, are marching on 
Sofia in an attempt to overthrow the 
government. 

The dispatch adds that the cabinet 
sat throughout Saturdsy night. It 
was presided over by King Boris. Two 
regiments have een dispatched 
against the on-coming peasants who 
are reported to have halted in the 
face of rifle fire. 

Bulgar towns along the Jugo-Slav 
frontier are showing special activi- 
ties, Although it is asserted in So- 
{ia that the movement is purely 
agrarian, the communists have taken 
a hand in the controversy and are 
directing a general «trike which is to 
become effective Monday. 


ROYAL DECREE ENDS 
MEETING OF CHAMBER, 

Paris, September 22.—A Havas 
dispatch from Sofia, dated Saturday, 
says the Bulgarian «hamber of depu- 
ties was dissolved by ruvyal decree. 

The dispatch adds that the date of 
the elections had not been fixed, but, 
under the constitution, these would 
take place within two months of the 
dissolution of the chamber, 


SOVIET MOVEMENT

the collapse of passive resistance in 
the Ruhr a means for driving a bar- 
‘gain with Franeée, or obtaining any 
| concession, 

In inaugurating a monument to 
the war dead at Champenoux, in the 
center of the world war battle line 
on Grand Couronne Height, Premier 
Poincare said that such ceremonies as 
those being held were not intended 
to fan hatred or resentment but mere- 
| ly to glorify the heroism of those who 
fell in the cause of justice and liberty. 
He expressed surprise that Germany 
aws forgetting the generosity of the 
victors in signing the armistice when 
they were on the point of invading 
German territory and destroying the 
last divisions of the German armies. 

“There are many today across the 
Rhine,” said M. Poincare, “who are 
blind or deaf ‘uv their situation. TLey 
are leading Germany toward new ca- 
tastrophes and foolishly expending, in 
revolt against the treaty that has been 
signed, resources which might be used 
to execute it.” 

Advises Patience. 

| “What is to be done? Let us wait. 
| When they are on the very edze of 
jthe precipice they can still—thank 
'God—save themselves from falling. 
They have only to recognize the use- 
ilessness of their resistance and prove 
to us that they are sincerely deter- 
mined to keep their promises. Let 
them beware. The stop is steep and 
it is not we who are slipping.” 

_In unveiling a war monument at 
Toul, Premier Poincare asserted that 
during the period from 1871 to 1914 
there was no real ace and normal 
relations between France and Ger- 
many were impossible. France now 
has determined that Germany shall 
not revive such a precarious peace, 
must rid herself of old imperialistic 
habits, realize the wrong she has done 
and sincerely resolve to repair it. 
_“Germany naturally is one of the 
richest countries in the world,” said 
the premier, “the war has not serious- 
ly affected her prosperity. The pres- 
ent crisis suspends her capacity for 
payment, without diminishing it for 
the future. What Germany lacks 1s 
not capacity to pay, but the sincere 
desire to pay.” 

Premier Poincare’s third speech of 
the day was delivered in front of the 
memorial to the dead erected in the 
wood at Bois Le Pretre. The chief 
point of his speech there was insist- 
ence that Germany’s surrender in the 
Ruhr must be unconditional.

COAL COMMISSION 
URGES LC. €. RULE 
IN FUEL INDUSTRY 


Recommends Creation of 
Special Division of Regu- 
latory Body to Solve 
Problems. 


-— 


Washington, September 23.—Super- 
vision of the coal industry through a 
specially created division of the in- 
terstate commerce commission was rec- 
ommended to President Coolidge to- 
day by the coal commission in its final 
report. 

Declaring that in the life of the 
average citizen the problem of fuel 
is susidiary “only to food and wa- 
ter’ the commission urged that it be 
handled by an effective agency with 
sufficient funds, experience and pow- 
ers at its disposal, and charged with 
direct responsibility, 

The basic evil of the anthracite in- 
dustry, the commission declared, lies 
in its monopolistic feature which 
would be offset if not curbed by gov- 
ernment supervision. One suggestion 
was that the government impose a 
graduated tax on royalties and differ- 
ential profits. 

In the case of bituminous coal, the 
report summarized the “ailments” 
as over-development and irregularity 
of operation and suggested federal 
control through its authority over in- 
terstate commerce as a remedy. 

Two Types of Managers. 

“The commission realizes that the 
largest opportunity for putting the 
coal industry in order lies with the 
industry itself,” the report continued. 
“The coal industry, like other indus- 
tries, but with exceptional clearness, 
reveals two distinct and contrasting 
tendencies in management. There is 
one animated by purely acquisitive 
and exploiting spirit ...it he is rightly 
called a profiteer and the public in- 
stinct which demands that it be ex- 
posed and ultimately forced out of 
is sound. Management for 
effective service to the public is the 
second of the tendencies mentioned, 
and the commission is convinced that 
this tendency is clearly in the as- 
cendant. The coal industry can reform 
itself from within.” ' 

Recommendations made in earlier 
reports on special phases of the in- 
dustry were rciterate4 in the final 
report. Facilities tor publishing data 
on coal production, wages and vther 
vital statistics should te made perma- 
nent, the commission said, and recerd- 
ed that the bituminous operators’ spe- 
cial committee had just filed with the 
commission a tentative plan looking 
to such an organization which would 
be under government supervision.

R. H. Stanton, Arrested

R. M. Stanton, 26 years old, was 
arrested late Sunday afternoon at 
42 1-2 Piedmont avenue by J. C. 
Simmons, of the plainclothes squad, 
making the second arrest in connec- 
tion with the Lyric theater robbery 
early last Wednesday morning, fol- 
lowing the alleged confession of Dui-e 
Welborn, which appeared exclusively 
in The Constitution Sunday morning. 

Stanton was arrested by Officer 
Simmons at the request of Officer 
Pat Campbell, also of the plainclothes 
squad, who had been detailed on the 
case earlier in the day, and who was 
acting upon information alleged te 
have been given by, Wellborn concern- 
ing a confederate named “Smith,” 
alias “Stanton.” There is some doubt. 
officers said, of Stanton being the 
man to whom Wellburn is alleged to 
have referred, 

Claims Innocence. 


Stanton claims to be employed nv 
the Grinnell company, installirg 
water sprinkler systems, and working 
out of Charlotte, N. C. He told o7%- 
ficers after his arrest that he is in- 
nocent of any connection with the 
robbery and welcomes thorough inves- 
tigation. He asserted he would have 
little difficulty in establishing his ‘n- 
nocence and expected to be released 
Monday. He said he did not know 
Wellborn. 


Officer Simmons stated that at the 
time of Stanton’s arrest the latier 
made statements which were not quite 
clear, or which he failed to under- 
stand. After being placed in jail 
Stanton teld a Constitution reporter 
that his slight knowledge of the -»>*‘- 
bery of the Lyric theater Lad heen 
gleaned from the newspapers and de- 
spite the embar assment of being in 
jail, he was willing to remain there 
until his innocence had been comp!+ie- 
ly and fully established. 

Walden is Arrested. 


Wellborn, arrested last Thursday, 
is said to have con‘essed to his part 
in the robbery and to have implicated 
& man named Smith, also known as 
“Stanton,” and Curtis Walden. Walden 
was arrested Saturday in Crawfords- 
ville, by Sheriff W. J. Sturdivant, 
brother of Captain T. O. Sturdivant, 
head of the plainclotbes police, who 
has directed the investigation of the 
case. 

Leila Spain, the youns woman who 
was taken into custody Friday on 
suspicion of having knowledge of the 
robbery and who was grilled by of- 
ficers, was released Saturday after- 
noon, it is stated, without having 
given any new evidence in the case. 
Officer Pat Campbei: stated that the 
young woman adtinitted knowing 
Wellborn but shed no new light on 
the robbery.

The ashes of James Edward Ogle 
thorpe, founder of the colony of Geor- 
gia, may soon rest in a_ special 
shrine to be erected at Oglethorpe 
university, the institution named in 
his honor, according to Associated 
Press dispatches from London, which 
state that the British government has 
given its permission for removal of 
the body, and that practically all ob- 
stacles have been swept away. 

According to the program outlined 
by Dr. Thornwell Jacobs, who has 
been in England for several weeks 
working to obtain necessary permis- 
sion, the body will be brought under 
escort with full honors from Eng- 
land to New York, and will there be 
transferred to an American battle- 
ship and taken to Savannah where 
Oglethorpe an@® his colonists landed 
191 years ago. 

From Savannah the bones of the 
famous Englishman will be brought 
to Atlanta where elaborate memorial 
services will be conducted, participat- 
ed in by English, Canadian, and 
American officials. Details of the 
exercises will be announced after all 
arrangements for the disinteament 
have been decided upon. The body 
now rests in the town of Crandall, in 
the church‘ of All Saints. 

Marks Third Attempt. 

This marks the third attempt to 
bring the body of Oglethorpe to Geor- 
gia. It was at first suggested by the 
University of Georgia about fifteen 


years ago. Georgia, however, did 
not send representatives to England 


to take the matter up with English 
authorities. : 

Several months ago Oglethorpe 
university made application to the 
English government fer permission to 
search for the body and to bring it 
to Georgia. Objections were raised 
at that time and the request was re- 
fused. Recently Dr. Jacobs went to 
England to enter a personal request, 
which has been successful.

Assistant Pilot Peneranda of the 
Spanish balloon “Polar” was killed 
when his craft was struck by light- 
ning in mid-air over Heyst, Belgium. 

Both the pilot and assistant pilot 
of the Swiss balloon, “Geneva,” were 
burned alive when the huge bag burst 
into flames over the town of Moll. 

The two victhos on the Swiss bal- 
loon were Lieutenants von Gruningen 
and Burki. 

Heyst and Moll, the two towns 
which witnessed the air tragedies, are 
both near Antwerp. 

Reports reaching Brussels say the 
Spanish balloon, the “Polar,” crashed 
to the ground in flames after light- 
ning had struck it. The pilot, Gomes 
Guillamon, suffered a fractured leg. 

Fifteen balloons got away in the 
big race after two minor accidents to 
Ameriean entrants had marked the 
take-off.

Executive Quotes Feder- 

al Statutes as Giving 
Him Right to Battle 
Mobs. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PDESS. 

Oklahoma City, Okla., September 
23.—A test in the United States 
courts of his authority to prohibit the 
convening of an extraordinary session 
of the Oklahoma house of representa- 
tives scheduled for Wednesday will 
be welcome, Governor J. C. Walton 
declared tonight. 

“I want to place the issue of the 


Ku Klux Klan before federal authori- 
ui€s, and an injunction action against 
me will be the most direct method of 
bringing this about,” he asserted. 

Governor Walton said that “the 
Ku Klux Klan is bound to be an issue 
in the next national election.” 

The executive's statement was in 

reply to a declaration of members of 
the house that they would resort to 
court action if he carried out his an- 
nounced intention to bar the ses- 
sion, 
_ He declined to say whether he 
‘rould be a candidate for the United 
States senate on an anti-klan plat- 
form. 

“I have no announcement to make 
at this time,” he said. 

Replies to Critics. 

The governor said that he “believed 
the klan was licked,” but that he was 
prepared to go on indefigitely with 
his campaign against the organiza- 
lion, 

He said that if lack of funds later 
Prevented the purchase of supplies for 
troops on duty he would commandeer 
What was necessary. 

A statement replying to critics who 
have assailed him for suspending the 
writ of habeas corpus and quoting a 
federal Statute passed in 1871 which 
he said “outlawed the klan in the 
United States” was issued by the exe- 
Cculive, 

“Much has been said about the sus- 
pension of the writ of habeas corpus 
ani there are those who declare that 
curing the days of reconstruction fol- 
loving the civil War, the writ of 
habeas corpus was never suspended,” 
the governor said, “J fear the memory 
of some people is failing for there 
was vassed a law by the congress and 
approved April 20, 1871, which was 
known as the ‘Ku Kinx Klan law.’ 
This law was directed at the klan 
and outlawed it in the United States.” 

He Cites Law. ‘ 
He quoted the law as follows: 
_ “That if two or more persons with- 
in any state or territory of the United 
States shall conspire together to over- 
throw or put down or to destroy by 
force the government of the United 
States ;—or by force, intimidation or 
threat to deter any party or witness 
in any court of the many states from 
attending such court or testifying in 
any matter pending in such court ful- 
ly, freely and truthfully, or to in- 
jure any such witness in his person 
or property on account of his having 
80 attended or testified; or by force, 
intimidation or threat to influence 
the verdict, resentment or indictment 
of any juror or grand juror in any 


jure such juror in his person or prop- 
erty on account of verdict, present- 


shall become in such districts im- 
practiable.”’ 
The act provides that “in every 


case such combinations shall _ be 
deemed a rebellion against the ,gov- 
ernment of the Unitea States.” 

“The federal government was hav- 
ing to meet the very same condition 
that I haye to meet,” said the gov- 
ernor, “and met them just as 1 have 
had to meet them. I have the great- 
est authority in the land for pre- 
cedent and I have followed that pre- 
cedent with much less hardship‘ upon 
the public than did the federal gov- 
ernment under war conditions, 

Lashing Is Rebillion. 

“Now let the newspapers court 
headed by E. K. Gay'tord (publisher 
of the Daily Oklahoma) pay its re- 
spects to the United States law tuat 
made it a high crime for masked 
and robed organizations to pass along 
highways. 

“Under the above mentioned stat- 
ute the whipping of an individual] by 
a mob was sufficient ,rounds for de- 
claring a state of rebellion and a saus- 
pension of the writ of habeas corpus. 

“The Daily Oklahoman and other 
Oklahoma newspapers have advocat- 
ed appealing fo the federal courts. 
Under the statute I have just quoted 
before one could sit upon a jury in 
a federal court he had to swear that 
he was not connecte| with any or- 
ganization named in the acts and 
that he had no know!cdge of any of 
their conspiracies. If it was proven 
that he perjured himself in taking 
such oath he was subject to severe 
penalty. 

“T submit this so the people of the 
state may know that I am not do- 
ing anything that has not been done 
before to protect the rights and lib- 
erties of the peo and I have the 
precedent of the greatest government 
on earth for my guide.” 

LASHED NEGRO 
AND CUT OFF EAR. 

Oklahoma City, Okla., September 
23—(By the Associated Press.)—A 
revolting story of how members of a 
masked mob at Tulsa, after merciless- 
ly beating a victim, cut off one of 
his ears and tried to force him to 
eat it, was made public tonight by 
Governor J. C. Walton in the form 
of testimony given the Tulsa military 
court by J. H. Smitherman. 

“This is only one of the hundreds of 
fuch crimes committed which the 
civil authorities of this state refused 
to prosecute,” declared the executive. 
“T ask the people of the civiiized 
world, in the presence of this testi- 
mony, if I was not justified in pro- 
claiming martial law in the city of 
Tulsa.” 

Smitherman, a negro, related how 
on the night of March 10,'!1922, he 
was summoned to his door by 12 
mén, eight of whom were masked, 
forced into an automobile at the 
point of revolvers, taken into the 
country, stripped of his clothing, 
handcuffed mnd tied to a tree, where- 
upon his captors accused him of reg- 
istering negroes as democrats and ad- 
vising them to vote against the city 
administration, 

Threatened With Death. 

Next, one of the men spit in his 
face, Smitherman testified, after ac- 
cusing him of “ungentlemanly  con- 
duct” toward a white woman, He 
was then beaten severely by two of 
his abductors, he declared, adding: 
“One would whip until he exhausted 
himself and then the other would 
whip me.”

At the courthouse on. several occa- 
sions this week, the deputy refused 
to talk of the incident.

ADAMS DEMANDS 
PAR CHECK PLAN 


Attitude of Federal Re- 
serve Board on Clear- 
ance Should Be Made 
Known, He Says. 


Washington, September 23.—Direct 
inquiry as to what the future policy 
will be with respect to continuation 
of the par check collection plan with- 
in the reserve system was made of the 
federal reserve board in a letter made 
publie here today from L. R. Adams, 
secretary of the National and State 
Bankers’ Protective association. Mr. 
Adams, one of the authors of the so- 
called Claiborne-Adams par clearance 
plan rejected last week by the board's 
advisory council, asserted that bank- 
ing institutions throughout the coun- 
try deserved to know whether they 
were at liberty to charge exchange 
since the supreme court had ruled 
against a compulsory par clearance 
arrangement. 

Mr. Adams’ letter maintained that 
the board ought to inform the banks 
‘‘we were mistaken; we misconstrued 
the law and mistakenly stated its re- 
quirements to you.” Many banks 
would establish an exchange charge 
immediately Mr. Adams asserted if 
they knew their status under the law 
as interpreted by the highest court 
and he submitted this further question 
to the board. 

“Are yeu going to tell these state 
banks that the Federal Reserve act 
did not and does not undertake to 
destroy the state banks’ right’ to 
charge exchange, but that the etate 
banks are free to accept or reject the 
par clearance system and to with- 
draw from the par list without fear 
of open or secret reprisals?” 

The letter made no complaint 
against banks. desiring to continue 
participation in the widespread vol- 
untary organization arranged by the 
board for par collection functions. It 
said such a system was not favored, 
however, by many banks, although 
they did not know what the board 
would do if they attempted to with- 
draw from the par list and obtain 
such revenue as might be got from 
levying a fee on check collections, 


The “Claiborne-Adams” check col- 
lection plan was turned down by the 
federal advisory council at conclusion 
of its session, September 18. The pro- 
posal was offered by Charles DeB. 
Claiborne, prominent New Orleans 
banker, and president of the National 
and State Bankers’ association, and 
Mr. Adams, who is secretary-treasurer 
of the association, and vice president 
of the Georgia State National bank.

THE FARMER AND CREDIT. 

Washington dispatches report 
President Coolidge giving close at- 
tention to plans for more farm cred- 
it legislation. The fact is, robbed 
of all political embellishments, it 1s 
now much easier for a farmer to 
get into debt than it ‘is for him to 
get out of debt. That Is to say, it 
is easier for him to obtain credit 
than it is for him to make a profit 


on his operations. 

To assist in the orderly marketing 
of crops the government has estab- 
lished the intermediate credit bank, 
where the farmer through his local 
pank, can make loans for nine 
months’ periods in his marketable 
commodities, and the interest rate 
is low. 

Through the farm loan act the 
vovernment has placed at the dis- 
posal of the farmer, relatively cheap 
money—6 per cent without Interest 
—for a long term of years. Such 
obligations can be retired on the 
amortization plan. 

The cooperative marketing asso- 
ciations are financing the market- 
ing of the products of its members, 
and advancing to them in cash a 
certain proportion of the market 
value of such production during the 
processes of marketing. This, of 
course, relieves the farmer of the 
marketing expense should he under- 
take to do individually what the co- 
operatives do by group action. 

On the whole the farmer is in 
need of more serious economic plans 
for getting out of debt and for 
staying out of debt. That ap- 
plies to all persons who do not 
have quick turnovers in their bus- 
inasses, and who do not capitalize 
credit as a business fundamental. 

Worrying over plans by which a 
farmer may become more hopeless- 

“ly involved is going about a solu- 
tion of the farmers’ economic prob- 
~ lems the wrong way. What he needs 
is more markets and better mar- 
«kets; more cooperation; more pros- 
“perity among all interests independ- 
‘ent of farming, and yet which must 
influence the success of farming. 
. The farmer needs more local indus- 
* try to consume at home, at the very 
* gate of his farm, much of his pro- 
% duction—the “wastes” of production 
~ especially. Agriculture must pro- 
gress hand in hand with industry; 
and by limiting “marketing” to the 
raw product, the other half of the 
problem is unsettled. Finding a 
market for farm production means 
a market for the fabric, to illustrate, 
as well as for the raw staple; and 
so on. 

The farmer needs less politics, less 
advice from politicians, less plati- 
tudes from demagogues and less al- 
lurements to enthrall and thentoruin 
him. He needs more sound business 
cooperation, more coordination, more 
safety, more markets, a better eco- 
nomic understanding of his prob- 
lems. He needs to make each year 
a fair profit in currency, and not 
continuous visions of “a promised 
land” 


AN ADVERSE BALANCE. 

Despite what the republican poll- 
ticians may avow, and what the ir- 
reconcilables will acclaim, the fact 
is as unmistakable as are the accu- 
racies of figures, that the big world

A Washington news dispatch in 


countries for the year 1922 has just 
been completed by the department of 
commerce and shows that while the 
value of commodity exports was 
$754,000,000 in ex of imports, 
the invisible balance sheet was heav- 
ily against us and more than cov- 
ered the favorable commodity trade 
balance. ‘The balance against us of 
international dealings, including the 
invisible factors, was something like 
“The department considers a study 
of the facts of particular importance 
at this time, as during the first half 
of 1923 there has been an adverse 
“‘palance of merchandise trade of 
$141,000,000, with the probability 
that for the entire year commodity 
exports may not exceed commodity 
imports, although the favorable com- 
modity balance was nearly three- 
quarters of a billion in 1922.” 


This is the first time that a gov- 
ernment agency has attempted to 


make an exhaustive study of the 
“invisible” itemsy such as American 
investments and interest payments 
abroad, expenditures abroad of 
American tourists, payments on 
ocean fretght, remittances abroad 
by immigrants, etc. 

It Is a startling total these ‘“‘in- 
visibles’ run up and completely 
changes the face of the situation so 
far as the total of commodity im- 
ports and exports is concerned, 
and it is this total that is generally 
looked upon by the public as de- 
termining trade balance figures. 

It illustrates what a power ‘“‘in- 


visibles”’ are when brought to the 
surface, and might be an object 
lesson in a way to tax students 
in Georgia today. 

At any rate the reports of Sec- 
retary Hoover show a foreign trade 
situation anything but satisfactory, 
and again accentuate the necessity 
for a more cooperative govern- 
mental policy in helping to restore 
Europe to economic normalcy. It 
is a matter that strikes heavily at 
our own economic condition. 


AN INDISPENSABLE FACTOR. 

Perhaps the indispensable value 
of newspaper advertising to every 
line of trade dependent upon the 


as in actual sales contact, was never 
so keenly felt in the business world 
before as it has been during the past 
week in New York City. 

The Web pressmen of that city 
went out on a Strike early in the 
week, and the great daily news- 
papers were forced to curtail their 
space to the closest possible mini- 
mum, and indeed to suspend adver- 
tising sections altogether in most 
instances, and the greater bulk of 
the news. Several papers pooled 
one or two days in the production 
of one smalf periodical containing 
the names of all the publications, 
and so on. 

The point is, however—the great 
public not only became restless be- 
cause of the broken daily liaison be- 
tween the merchant and the seller, 
and restless because of the broken 
contact with the news of the world, 
but as a result Of this buStness be- 
gan to materially fall off in all lines, 
particularly in department stores, 
and in financial establishments, such 
as brokers’ offices. 

The loudest ery of all that went 
up for an immediate settlement of 
the strike, and the restoration of 
normal publicity conditions, was 
from the advertisers, who appre- 
ciated as they never had before what 
the newspaper space meant to them 
as the one investment that paid the 
biggest of all direct dividends. 

In an Associated Peess story cov- 
ering the situation, Harold W. Bon- 
wit, secretary of Bonwit, Teller & 
Co., is quoted as saying: 

“IT have no doubt that ff the strike 
lasts much longer we will feel a huge 
effect. Newspaper advertising is 
doubtless the most waluable advertis- 
ing in the world, and as the retail 
stores are deprived of this medium 
they will feel the loss more and more. 
There has been a slight falling off of 
sales in our store. The discontinu- 
ance of full news in this country and 
abroad has a disturbing influence on 
the minds of customers and causes 
uncertainty and unrest which is re- 
flected in their buying.” 


The press story further states: 


“Department store heads, even those 
catering to permanent § customers, 
said the inability to promote scales 
through the newspaper columns was 
providing a serious nandicap at the 
opening of the fall season. And Wall 
street, always dubious as to the real 
value of the small amcunt of space it 
uses in the dailies, was convinced its 


clients had learned to depend on new®>, 


paper advertising for their informa- 
tion. on financial offerings. Several 
big offerings of bonds which were to 
be put ont this week were postponed 
because of lack of advertising space.” 


The economic value of newspaper 
advertising is as keenly estimated 
by all business concerns today as 
the value of any potent factor enter- 
ing into the life of business; but its 
indispensable value, as a liaison be- 
tween business and public, has been 
more grippingly demonstrated by 
the New York situation than ever 
before.

WAR VETERAN, DEAD 


Lumpkin, Ga., September 23.— 
(Special.)—W. S. Boyett Confederate 
veteran and prominent figure in 
Stewart county politics, died on his 
seventh-eight birthday Saturday after- 
noon at his home near Lumpkin. Mr.

This is an evolu- 
tionary process tbat perhaps could 
not have happened earlier in the 
world’s history, unless former leaders 
had seen the phychological revulsion 
from man-made creeds. 

While the redemptive aspect of in- 
dividual salvation has been preached 
faithfully, this has been a lop-sided 
gospel. Individual salvation may be 
the heart of the gospel, but the sal- 
vation of society as a whole has al- 
wavs been in the mind of Christ. 

James said, “Pure religion and 
undefiled before God and the Father 
is this, to visit the fatherless and 
widows in their affliction, and to 
keep himself unspotted from the 
world.”

TIC OR HABIT SPASM.

A tie is a little less than a spasm, 
a little more than a habit. The word 
tic comes from the French. We have 
no good English synonym. The move- 
ments of chorea (St. Vitus’ dance) 
differ from those of ‘ic in this respect, 
namely, that they cannot’ be con- 
trolled by the patient, whereas a tic 
can be controlled by an effort, just as 
a habit of swearing can. Take, for 
example, a boy with a habit of twitch- 


ing or shrugging one shoulder, sit be- 


fore him with a pin and let him under- 
stand that every twitch will be punc- 
tured with one pin prick, and he will 
control that shoulder tic for a long 
time, though ordinarily if comes sev- 
eral times a minute. If it were chorea 
such punishment would only make the 
twitching worse. 

A tic, unlike St. Vitus’ dance, is us- 
ually limited to a single muscle or 
group of muscles, Here are some com- 
mon ties: Blinking one or both eyes, 
winking or squinting; snuffing ; clear- 
ing the throat; clucking or making 
other queef sounds witk the lips or 
tongue: twitching ore shoulder; 
whistling; nodding the head; uttering 
inopportune swear words or obsceni- 
ties quite unintentionally. The move- 
ment or muscle acticn occurs several 
times a minute as a rule, and the sub- 
ject is unaware of it unless his at- 
tention is called to it. 

Most tics have their origin in a 
natural impulse and become habitual 
through undue nervousness. A boy 
or girl may develop a shculder twitch- 
ing tic as a result of a tight armhole, 
a tic of the face started by inflam- 
mation of the eyes or lids, a tic of the 
neck started by a ‘tight or irirtating 
collar. 

Spasmodie wry neck is closely al- 
lied with tic in nature and origin. 
Often it is started by a temporary 
“stiff neck” or “muscular rheuma- 
tism” socalled. This local irritation 
is the trigger which sets off the tic, 
the subject, of course, being loaded— 
a neuropathic tendency acquired by 
misfortune or inheritance. Thereafter 
the head will unconeciously twist to 
one side several times a minute un- 
less restrained by an effort which 
soon causes great fatigue. 

The treatment of a tic must be by 
physical education. Educative exer- 
cises supervised by a competent physi- 
cal director who has been trained in 
his wees y years of schooling, such 
as the W. M. C. A. school of physical 
training at Springfield gives. A few 
weeks of careful management of this 
sort will overcome most tics com- 
pletely.

Ear Infections From Swimming. 
Since you teach that there is no 
such thing as taking cold from ex- 
posure or from going in swimming, 
how do you account for the frequent 
ear troubles which occur in swim- 
mers? In one case here this summer 
a boy who went in several times a day 
got ear inflammation and died as a 
result of it—A. B. W. 
ea dig water — water 
polluted either by “sewage or by the 
excretions or discharges of swimmers 
—enters the nose and sometimes the 
Eustachian tubes, thus reaching the 
middle ear cavity .where inflamma- 
tion may be set up, or in some cases 
the water enters the middle ear cayity 
through a perforated drum. This is 
another reason why swimmers with 
perforation of the drum should insert 
in the ear canal a bit of lamb’s wool 
befgre entering the water, Another 
reaSon they should do so is that cold 
water guddenly entering the ear cay- 
ity sometimes causes vertizo and loss 
of control—possibly a cause of sud- 
den drownings of good swimmers, pop- 
ularly ascribed to “cramps.” Do not 
nee absorbent cotton, but wool; if you 
have no wool, then use ordinary cot- 
ton batting, which does not absorb 
water, 
Chicago Baby Likes Wisconsin Milk. 
I am a Chicago mother spending the 
summer in Wisconsin with my 14 
months old baby. In Chicago he never 
drinks milk, but out here I can get 
pug, fresh milk right from the cows 
and he takes about two glasses every 
mealfime and some in tetween. But 
he wants hardly anything else here. 
Is it all right to let him have just 
plenty of the milk and orange juice 
while in the courtry? He has gained 
weichkt ant here.—Mre. L. W.

Chapter XI.—Italy, the Land of Mussolini 
BY JOHN F. SINCLAIR 


The problem of Italy can be summed 
up in a sentence—she has too large a 
family, too much expense and too 
small an income, 

She has 68 times as many people ac- 


cupying a land not half so large or 


fertile as the prairie province of Mani- 
toba, Canada. A very prolific race, 
living in a densely populated semi-arid 
country with a very low standard of 
living. In 1913 the per capita annual 
income was $112 as against $185 in 
France and $335 ia the United States. 
Before the war she had too many 
mouths to feed. So many were forced 
to leave Italy. 

In thirty years, from 1876 to 1906, 
the number of Italians leaving her 
shores rose from 100,000 to 500,000 
each. year. America took a large 
share of these. Still her population 
increased from 27,000,000 to 33,500,- 
000 during this same period, 

During the war emigration stopped. 
She lost 1,000,000 in war and disease, 
but she gained 2,000,000 in population 
from 1911 to 1921. No other nation 
approaches that record. After the 
war came the world-wide depression. 
Fimigration barriers went up in the 
United States and elsewhere. Her 
population is increasing at the present 
time at the alarming rate of 1,500 a 
day. She cannot relieve herself. Emi- 
gration barriers prevert. Result—as I 
write, Italy has 700,000 unemployed. 
The number is constantly growing. 
That's the first big problem for Mus- 
solini—How to take care or get rid 
of the surplus population of Italy. 

Second Big Problem, 

The second big problem in Italy to- 
day is that of having too much ex- 
pense and too little income. This 
problem is all the more serious be- 
cause of the population—the problem 
remains unsolved. She has been liv- 
ing beyond her means, From 1911 to 
1914 the government of Italy spent 
$106,000,000 more than she got from 
taxes. By May, 1915, fhe publie debt 
of Italy was $2,621,000,000— 
$33.90 per capita. For such a poor 
country this was as heavy a debt ag 
she could bear, 

Then the war came, and during this 
period Italy spent $15,063,000,000 for 
purely war purposes and raised 
$1,059,000,000 in war taxes. For every 
collar she spent for war purposes she 
raised, just b cents in taxes. She had 
other expenses, too. We find Italy 
spent for all purposes, war included, 
$17,595,000,000 and raised $2,403,- 
000,000 of it in taxes. That is 13.3 
per cent. The difference 84.7 per cent 
she raised 

(1). By inflating her currency from 
$518,000,000 on July 381, 1914, to 
$2,964,000,000 on July 20, 1919, an 
increase of 572 per cent. 

(2). By increasing her public debt 
from $2,621,000,000 to $15,009,000,000 
en May 31, 1919, an increase of 572 


per cent. : 
Higher Prices, 

We now know what this means. In- 

flation always .means higher prices 
and relatively lower wages. Trans- 
lated into reality, it took $515 to 
purchase in 1918 what $126 would in 
1913. The money had gone down in 
purchasing power. In 1913 for every 
dollar of bank notes and deposits out- 
standing she had 62 cents in gold to 
back it up, as against 7.7 cents in gold 
when the war closed. 
In 1913 an American dollar pur- 
chased 5 lires—now it will purchase 
23. The gold point was broken and 
the international exchange machinery 
had to slow down. This was very 
serious to such a country as Italy— 
almost as serious as to England and 
more serious than to France. For 
Italy, like England, lives primarily by 
international trade.

Owing to Great Britain and the United 
States are not included, Italy is tak- 
ing about $30 out of every $Y0 of na- 
tional income for taxes.

Yet she can’t 
bring in enough taxes to meet her ex- 
penses. The difference she makes up 
by selling her bonds, or still further 
inflating her credit.

This 
charge she paid just as England 
France and Germany had—by means 
of her invisible exports, For Italy 
these items are chiefly remittances 
trom abroad and tourist expenditures 
in Italy. From the first she received 
about $100,000,000 a year and from 
the second about $75,000,000. She aleo 
received about $50,000,000 a year from 
her ships, besides a smaller amount 
from her foreign investments. Alto- 
gether, she was able.to pay the yearly 
unfavorable” balance of trade. 

During the war her purchases from 
abroad greatly increased, while her 
sales to other countries greatly de- 
creased. She ran up a bill of about 
$5,000,000,000, for a great part of 
which ($3,500,000,000) she gave her 
bonds. That is how Great Britain 
and the United Etates have now Ital- 
ian bonds, Since the war purchases 
outside have been large and her sales 
small, She has bought since the war 
approximately $1,500,000,000 more 
goods that she sold. Her invisible 
exports cannot pay 20 per cent of the 
amount. ) 

Her ability to purchdse outside of 
her country what she must have—and 
that includes food, coaj, cotton and 
wool—is growing less and less. The 
demand for her goods—like cotton and 
wool—is smaller, too, for her cus- 
tomers in central Europe are growing - 
poorer. In plaifi English, the national\ 
income of Italy is decreasing, not in- 
creasing. It has today decreased, in 
my opinion, at least 20 per cent below 
pre-war times, 

Sales Slowtng Down. 
She has little money or credit for 
purchases outside and her sales are 
slowing down because the surplug in- 
come of Europe has gone, too. Fac- 
tories are closing, anemployment is 
growing, 40 per cent of her merchant 
marine lies idle. Her nationgl income 
withers. Italy—poor and populous 
before—is still poorer and more popu- 
lous than ever. Now she can’t seem 
to get rid of either her expenses or her 
people. Both continue to increase at 
an alarming rate. She has 20,000,000 
too many mouths to feed. This ex- 
plains why the people of Italy are half 
starved. It may show, too, why her 
working men are in revolt. They have4 
been caught in a vicious nationalistic 
trap—in an economic and political 
state, not now able to buy enough 
bread to feed itself properly. A debt 
repudiation dr revolution looms up on 
the korizon. Mussolini or no Mussolini. 
the salvation of Italy, like that of 
England, lies in international trade. 


But this is cnly part of her diffi- 
culty. 

She had trouble before the war 
raising revenue enough to pay her; 
way. Her public debt was equal to 
13 per cent of her national wealth. 
After the war the public debt was 
equal to 66 per cent of her national 
wealth. ‘ 

High Interest Charges. 

The significance of these firures can 
be shown in another way. Out of a 
per capita income of $112 each Italian 
paid $2.81 for interest charges before 
the war. After the war out of the/ 
per canita income of certainly not 
éver $90, each Italian paid $15.71 for 
interest charges. Today 38 per cent 
of the 1922-23 budget consist of items 


of interest on public debt and civil: 


She will achieve it not through in- 
tense nationalism, not by imperialistic 
action nor by war with Greece, a poor 
country with less than one-eighth the’ 
population of Italy.

In the meantime a new dark age, 
economically speaking, will appear in 
Italy and the struggle for bread will 
become harder and harder. Modern 
warfare and modern civilization are 
dendiy enemies. The bitter experi- 
ence of Italy proves it.

Charlotte, N. C., September 23.—

/ full-time operation, following renewed 
demand for their products. A few 
weeks ago they were in the midst of 
what bas been described as the most 


drastic curtailment program they had 
ever experienced. For more than four 
months the market for cloth and 
yarns was characterized by an almost 
total absence of demand. 

Contracts made during the more 
active period of winter and early 
spring were filled, but there was an 
insignificant demand for cloth and 
yarn in the open market. In addition 
the cotton market was uncertain, ac- 
tually registering a decline of several 
cents a pound for the staple. In con- 
' sequence mills were forced to ware-

curtailment in manufacturing, 
naturally followed, most mills opera- 
ting a few hours each week to take 
eare of their employes until conditions 
warranted production on a more ex- 
tended scale. 

Observers in-the industry are look- 
ing for better times. Stocks are re- 
ported low. But buyers along the 
line are proceeding with caution, ap- 
parently reluctant to purchase far 
ahead of actual present demand. Buy- 
ing will continue to be constant from 
now on, however, local manufacturers 
feel, and they are backing their judge- 
ment by putting their plants on full 
time operation. 

Margins are still narrow, but there 
exists a feeling that better times are 
not far distant. One cause of optimism 
among the Southern mill owners is the 
recent edvance in the price of cotton. 
Profits are always more certain on 
high price levels, they say, and it ap- 
pears. that properous times for manu- 
facturers and cotton farmers have 
been coincident during recent years.

Camp Perry, Ohio., September 
Rifle men participating in the na- 
tional tournament here continue to 
establish new world records, three 
having been broken again today. 

In seoring a total of 7,748 out of 
a possible 8,000, the United States 
small bore rifle team, shooting in the 
Dewar international match broke the 
former record of 7,735, established 
by the United States team in 1921.

GRAVY FACTS. 

Most professional cooks make 
gravy by sprinkling flour in the bot- 
tom of the pan in which the meat 
has roasted. For a five or six pound 
roast you will need about two table- 
spoons of flour. The flour is sprink- 
led in the bottom of the dripping pan, 
and many persons use a sifter for 
this. Then of course it is not pos- 
sible to measure the amount of flour 
sifted in, but a good cook soon learns 
to judge the right amount. Before 
adding the flour excess fat should be 
removed, but this is not usually nec- 
essary, save when such fat meat as 
a roast of pork is in questicn. When 
the flour has cooked in the fat for 
a moment, boiling water is slowly 
poured in, stirred all the time. When 
it is thin enough, the gravy is done, 

An easier way for the less skill- 
ful cook is to mix flour and water 
carefully together to form a smooth 
paste. Not too thin, as this weak- 
ens the strength of the gravy. Then 
add some boiling water to the roast- 
ing pan and szadually stir in the 
thickening, stirring all the time, so 
that a smooth thoroughly cooked 
gravy results. 

This is the method also used to 
thicken stewed or fricasseed meats. In 
all eases the gravy. after the thicken- 
ing is added. must be thorough!ly 
cooked, in order to produce a smooth, 
finished product. 

It is of course possible to put the 
gravy through a strainer after it is 
cooked if 1t is lumpy. But this oniy 
breaks the lumps, and the resulting 
gravy is not really smooth. It ia far 
better to learn to make a smooth 
gravy in the first place. A little ef- 
fort and experimenting will teach you,
